The people are '.efined 
and intelligent, ond are distinguished 
for the interest displayed in educational 
matters. 
Besides the usual common 


and graded schools, with fine buildings 
adequate to meet the reqiiiri'iuenfs of 
the place, It is the sent of the State 
University, Bishop Whituker's Semi- 
nary for young ladies, a large Catholic 
school and other private institutions of 
learning, all amply endowed and 
effi- 


ciently maintained. 


The leading denominations of the 


Christian religion are well represented, 
aud have pood churuh buildings. The 
Masons, Odd Fellow*. Ancient Order of 
United Workmen, Kuights of Pythias, 
Chosen Friends, Good Templais and 
several other Orders have organizations 
here, and ore reported to be in a flour- 
ishing condition. 


The streets are wide aud laid out at 


right 
angles, and illuminated with 


electric light. The city has two banks, 
the First National and Bank of Nevada, 
and a new opera house, tha finest be- 
tween Sacramento and Salt Lake. 


Reno has two ably-edited, well-pa- 


tronized daily and weekly newspapers, 
the JOURNAL and the Gazette. It has a 
number of fine stores representing 
nearly all branches of trade, and some 
of them doing both a wholesale and re- 
tail business. There are here many 
handsome 
residences, adorned 
with 


spacious grounds with beautiful lawns 
aud shade trees, and an air of content- 
ment seems to prevail throughout the 
place. 
Reno is the sent of government 


for Washoe county, and is exceptionally 
well uitnated for au inland commercial 
center, having 
commnnicdtion 
both 


tast anil west by the C. P. R -R , and 
south by the V. & T. R. H , which con- 
nects at Carson City witb the Carson 
& Colorado R. R. 
Ciood wagon-roads 


lead out in all directions. It has as 
tributary one of the best, if not the very 
ben!-, tracts of available land in 
the 


State — tbe Trnokea meadows. To the 
'onth and east lies the siniliog land- 
scape, covering an area of about 30,000 
acres, dotted with the comfortable homes 
of their prosperous owners. The rich 
emerald. of alfalfa-fields is an alluring 
sight to behold. At this season of the 
year there is great activity among the 
dwellers of this Eden in making and 
stacking up hay for Winter use. By 
means of irrigation the farmers of thief 
valley make a yearly overage of 4 tons 
of good hay per aero, two cuttings. 
The usual price realized is $7 per ton, 
aud it always finds a ready sals to 
stookmon on the outside, who are not 
so favorably situated to raise feed for 
their large herds. There are other sec- 
tions of the State perhaps equally as 
fertile in the quality of the soil, bnt tli» 
supply of water from tbo never-failing 
Truekee river is lacking, and thd defi- 
ciency of provender compels stock own- 
ers to rely upon tho Truokee inencjows 
as the great storehouse to carry them 
safely through the inclemency of Win- 
ter. It is estimated that not less than 
14,000 head of cattle are annually win- 
tered on the rueadovrs in the vicinity of 
E,s>no. Recently 
your correspondent 


bad the pleasure of calling upon some 
of the most progressive farmers and 
stock-raisers in the valley, among whom 
was Geo. Derenier, three miles south of 
Reno. 
He is a resident of over 20 


years, and has Iiis business reduce;! to a 
science. Two miles farther south is 
situated Lake's runcb, one of the oldest 
and best improved iu the State. It con- 
sists of over 1,000 acres of choice land 
and produces 1,400 tons of hi»y an- 
nually, besides affording grazing for 200 
head of stock. Mr. G. H, Douglas is 
the present occupant of this superb 
farm, There are a number of other 
ranches between Reno and Steamboat 
Springs, which, if down in Southern 
California, their owners would be well- 
nigh at a loss to estimate their value. 
Among these may be named the farms 
of Messrs W. W. Morton, John Sparks, 
A. G. Brown, Mrs. Longley and E. 
Crane, The latter gentleman was about 
the first to introduce nlfalfa in the val- 
ley, and for his rashness he had for a 
time to bear the stigma of b. ing called 
crazy, but the insanity proved conta- 
gions, and to this epidemic tn'iy we at 
tribute the highest ndormufiht of the 
valley and the prosperity of it.s inhabi- 
tants.

owned by Hester Stevens, E-q., cou- 
msting of several hundred

The 


proprietor harvests 75 bnsbfls of oats 
from his fields, and does ncil ul'iiin to 
be tbe most scientific farmer td'her. 


From Hon Geo. Alt, (jl.-tuliile, I 


learned much concerning tun early his- 
tory of the valley, he having settled 
here as enrly as 1859. His S iriu, con- 
sisting of 250 acres of fine river bottom, 


in a high state of cultivnti -n. All 


his neighbors accord him much credit 
for the methodical management of hia 
farm. 


EESOBTS. 


Contrary to what may be supposed by 


some people at a distance, Rouo is not 
wholly dependent upon California in the 
matter of pleasure and health resorts, 
for at her very door are attractions for 
not only her own people, but which, if 
as lavishly advertised as are some of 
much less importance elsewhere, would 
draw thousands of people from afar. 
For instance, most people have heard of 
Steamboat Springs, but it is safe to 
say that comparatively fnw outside of 
NavacU know much, if anything, con- 
cerning the real merits of tbo place as 
a resort for tourists and invalids. They 
are located 11 miles sooth of Be no and 


e same distance from Virginia City, 


on the line of the V. & T. R. U. Their 
altitnda is 4500 feet above sea lovol. 
Steamboat Springs were so named be- 
cause when discovered the escaping 
stpoiti produced a noise resembling tbe 
puffing of a steambonl. They wpre dis- 
covered by Folix Monet, but the first 
improvements worthy of mention WITH 
made by Dr. Ellis in 1862 Soon after 
the completion of the buildings Ellis 


was ousted by Chas. Cnllina, who had 
purchased the title of Cameron, a former 
claimant. 
The improvements made by 


Ellis were burned in '67 and in '71 Cnl- 
lins built a depot and other buildings. 
In .this year ttie V. & T. R. was com- 
pleted to the springs and quite n town 
pprang up. -Two years later Cullies fell 
into one of the springs, from the effects 
of which he soon after died, and hia 
successors were tbe Rapp Bros, 
They 


built the hotel and other buildings. 
Charles Moeller was tho next owner, 
and hia successors were Farnum & 
Murphy; the former since retired ia 
favor of Murphy, the present host, 
whose popularity is gaining wide celeb- 
rity. The springs nre numerous and 
extend over a space of several hundred 
acres. The vapor arising can be seen at 
some miles distant, and the sound 
emitted from the deep and narrow fis- 
sures has been likened to the battery of 
a q'tiartz mill. 
Some of the springs flow 


up and form great pools, which are 
carried down into bath-houses for the 
accommodation of guests. 


One of the springs is called chicken 


soup, from tbe fact that witb the addi- 
tion of a little pepper it would require a 
trained epicure to detect it from the 
broth of the real chicken. But the 
spring which attracts most attention is 
intermittent in its notion. The rise and 
fall in the basin formed around it occu- 
pies about six minutes. 
For uunrly fire 


minutes the small quantity of water in 
the basin is quiescent, It then gradu- 
ally begins to rise, the ebullitions in- 
creasing till the water luns over the 
rim, 
when it slowly subsides, the agita- 


tion lasting nearly a minute. 
A little 


soap thrown into the basin causes the 
waters to rise and fall as usual for three 
or four times, when they commence to 
boil with unusual energy, throwing up 
the spray from two to eight feet, and 
emitting on immense volume of steam. 
In this way the spring will boil for 
hours with varying activity, sometimes 
partially subsiding, only to gather re- 
newed force, when it finally comes to 
rest, the water entirely disappearing as 
if completely exhausted. The tempera- 
ture of the chief spring is about 204° 
Fahrenheit, which is near boiling at that 
altitude. ' 


The 
waters of tbesa 
springs are 


claimed to be effectual in tha relief of 
rheumatism, neuralgia, dyspepsia and 
kindred complaints. The writer mot a 
number of visitors at the springs a few 
uays ago, among them Geo. Osbourne, 
Helm Mason O.«bonrue and Mrs. 0, L. 
Mason, of the Alcazar Theater, in your 
city. They expressed mush satisfaction 
as to benefits they derived from the 
springs and tbe treatment received from 
the boat, Mr. Murphy. 
The accommo- 


dations are ample for 100 guests. 
There 


is n beautiful grove of large trees adja- 
cent to the hotel, and a rioh, grp.ssy 
meadow through which flows a fine 
stream of pure cold spring-water. In 
the park there is also a bowling alley, a 
commodious dance-hall and interesting 
scenery; in short, visitors will find much 
to commend itself to their attention at 
Steamboat Springs.
